General John H. Sherburne/ chairman 
of the commission of the necessaries of 
life, Is of the opinion that housewlve^ 
needn't worry about any scarcity of 
sugar or of Its price rising much 
above H cents. 


In a statement Issued today he says 


tliat "If the present prospect! are real- 
ized the situation Is not alarming" as 
there Is enough sugar on hand to al- 
low threo pounds per person a month 
until January next, when a bountiful 
crop Is tn Bight. Until the first of the 
year the price will remain at 11 centa 
a 
pound 
for granulated sugar, 
he 


says, while after that It In all likeli- 
hood will rise but little. The federal 
equalization hoard has taken charge of 
the distribution of the foodstuff. Com- 
menting upon this and the sugar ques- 
tion In general. Chairman Sherburne 
says: 


"While the nnal plans of the United 


Slates sugar equalization board have 
not been completed, the general plan 
can be staled for the Information of 
the public as follows: 


"The sugar Is to be distributed on 


the basis of the amounts received In 
October of 191S- 


"Tho United States Is divided into 


three zones, the eastern zone to which 
Is to be given, the remainder of the 
crop of Cuban sugar, 
about 
255,000 


tons; the southern zone, which Is to be 
supplied largely with Louisiana sugar, 
and the western zona on the line west 
of Plttsburg and Buffalo, which is to 
bo applied with beet sugar. 


"Tho regulations of tho equalization 


board will require a substantial reduc- 
tion In the amount of sugar to go to 
confectioners and other manufacturers, 
preferring .condensed milk and medi- 
cines. If the present prospect Is real- 
ized and no Interruption In the deliv- 
ery »nd refining of sugar Is experi- 
enced, the situation does not look to 
be particularly alarming. 


"There should he a distribution ol 


sugar to the retail trade so that every 
man, woman and child in the commun- 
ity will have about three pounds ot 
sugar a month, possibly a little more, 
from now until January 1. The equal- 
ization board has appointed a. com- 
mittee of fivo refiners to make this 
distribution, and this committee in 
turn has appointed the two refiners 
to make this distribution. • 


"The prospect for the coming year 


is^ still indefinite, but the new crop 
T?lll come Into the retail market about 
the first of January. The new crop 
eeenis bountiful. It Is reported to be 
In Cuba alone -1,500,000 tons as against 
<,000.000 this year, and this community 
Is already assured of a supply begin- 
ning in January. 


"Tho price ot sugar until January 1 


will be to tho consumer 11 cents a 
pound on white granulated. After Jan- 
uary 1 the restrictions are taken off, 
and while it may be that the prlca 
will rise a little temporarily, it does 
not appear as If conditions warranted 
any alarm as to excessive prices. 


"The question of fair and equal dis- 


tribution depends in large part upon 
the co-operation of the public. 
Three 


pounds of sugar pet capita is ample 
for tile ordinary individual, and no ap- 
preciable deprivation will be felt. 
If 


•however, the public rush into the mar- 
ket, as has been done In the last two 
months, and buy large quantities 
sugar to hold in their pantries. man> 
people who. perhaps, are not so fore 
handed, will go without. 


"The question of the confectionary 


allotment Is a very troublesome one. 
The established Industry In the neigh- 
borhood of 
Boston employs between 


12.000 and 14,000 employes. Tho con- 
tinuance of this Industry Is based upon 
a reasonable supply or sugar. Every 
effort is going to be mado to see that 
any surplus sugar, should any exist, 
be applied In tho proper place, and the 
discovery of any hoarldng or profiteer- 
ing in sugar will be punished as se- 
verely as the law will permit. In that 
connection, attention Is called to the 
act which has passed congress and Is 
awaiting 
the 
president's 
signature, 


which makes U a crime, punishable b5 
a fine of not more than $5,000 or im- 
prisonment for not more than 
two

Such rea- 
sonable rules as aro made to this end 
are not objectionable, but the practice 
of holding consumers up for a higher 
price on other groceries In order to 
conceal a. secret profit on sugar will 
not be tolerated. Retail grocers are 
warned that In exacting a fixed amount 
of purchase of other groceries thcy 
may be doing a very gross Injury to 
tho poor people, and that some other 
method of Identifying the bona fide 
customer may well be substituted."

PNEUMONIA AND 


HOW TO TREAT IT 


In'the'daily hcaHh column conduct- 


ed by tho United States public health 
service, hy direction of Iltiperl 
Hlue, 


Surgeon General, United States 
pub- 


lic health service, the following ar- 
ticle on pneumonia, appears: 


When a person suddenly has a se- 


vere chill followed by a 
high 
fever, 


Hushed' face, "clffffcult breathing, and a 
pain Ln his chest, he may be suffering 
from pneumonia, and as this is a dan- 
gerous disease the services of a phy- 
sician should lie obtained at once. 


The sputum is abundant, tenacious, 


and ot a reddish brown color, whence 
the name "rusty sputum." The color is 
due.to the admixture of small quanti- 
ties of blood. 


The pulse at first call is full and 


bounding, but Jater may become weak, 
rapid, and barely perceptible at 
the 


wrist. 


Breathing Is embarrassed, the respi- 


ratory movements are rapid, 30 to 50 
per minute, the' patient Is Restless anil 
often cannot lie down but has to be 
propped up in bed or sit In a chair. 


There may be a delirium, and If not 


watched the patient may. jump out of a 
window anrt injure-hlmself severely. 


The fever'in a- typical' case 'remains 


hlffh until the seventh or 
ninth 1 day 


when it will frequently drop to nor- 
mal in a few hours. 


This Is called the crisis, and If there 


are no complications It is followed b> 
great Improvement In 
the- patient's 


condition and he generally goes on to 
recovery. 


In other c.iscs the temperature does 


not return to normal, but only falls a 
degree or two for a short time 
then rises asam. This is called the 
false crisis and is of unfavorable im- 


jort, especially 
If accompanied 
by 


•rofuse sweat, and blue ness of 
the 


skin, 
f 


In all cases of pneumonia a doc- 


tor should be called, at once. The 
patient should 
be 
put. to bed In a 


£6 airy room, from which bric-a 


brae, curtains and unnecessary 
furni- 


ture have been removed. 


Care should be taken to collect all 


sou turn and 
other discharges 
from 


(he nose and throat, on bits of gauze 
or rag-, or paper napkins, and burned. 


If tho patipnt is s=o situated that he- 


can bo attended only by someone v.'ho 
must also look after others In the 
family. It Is advisable that such 
at- 


tendant wear a wrapper, apron, or 


,vn over the ordinary house clothes 


while in tho sick room, and slip this 
off and wash and 
Infect 
the 
hands 


when leaving to look after the others. 
The patient should have separate dish- 
es and these should be sterilized with 
boning water after use.

low threo pounds per person a month 
until January next, when a bountiful 
crop Is In eight,. Until the first of the 
year tho price will remain at 11 cents 
a 
pound 
(or 
granulated sugar, • he 


says while alter that It In all likeli- 
hood will rise but Mule. The federal 
equalization board has taken charge of 
tho distribution of Hie foodstuff. Com- 
menting upon this and the sugar ques- 
tion In genera), Chairman Shcrburna 
Bays: 


"While th« final plans of the United 


Stales sugar equalization board have 
rot been completed, the general plan 
can be staled for the Information of 
the public a» follows: 


"The sugar Is to he distributed on 


tho basis of the amounts received in 
October of 191& 


"Tho 
United Stales Is divided into 


three zones, the eastern zone to which 
Is to be given the1 remainder of the 
crop of Cuban sugar, about 
256.000 


tons; the southern zone, which is to be 
supplied largely with Louisiana sugar, 
and the western zone on the line west 
of Plttsburs and Buffalo, which is to 
bi, applied with beet sugar. 


."The regulations of the equalization 


board will require a Eubstantial reduc- 
tion In the amount of sugar to go to 
confectioners and other manufacturers, 
preferring condensed milk and medi- 
cines. 
If the present prospect Is real- 


ized and no Interruption In the deliv- 
ery and refining of sugar Is eiperl- 
enced, the- situation does not look to 
be particularly alarming. 


"There should be a distribution ol 


sugar to the retail trade BO that every 
man, 
woman and child in the commun- 


ity will have about three pounds ot 
lugar a month, possibly a little more, 
from now until January 1. The equal- 
ization board has appointed a com- 
mittee of five refiners to make this 
distribution, and this committee in 
turn has appointed the two refiners 
to make this distribution. 


"The prospect for the coming year 


is still indefinite, but the new crop 
will come Into the retail market about 
{he flrst of January. Tho new crop 
«eems bountiful. It is reported to be 
In Cuba alone 4.500,000 tons as against 
4,000,000 this year, and thta community 
Is already assured of a supply begin- 
ning in January. 


"The price of sugar until January 1 


will be to tho consumer 11 cents a 
pound on white granulated. After Jan- 
uary 1 the restrictions are taken off, 
and while it may bo that the prlM 
will rise a. little temporarily, it does 
not appear as if conditions warranted 
arjy alarm as to excessive prices. 


"The question- of fair and enual dis- 


tribution depends In large part upon 
the co-operation ot the public. Three 
pounds of sugar pet capita £a ample 
for the ordinary Individual, and no ap- 
preciable deprivation will be felt. 
If. 


however, the public rush Into the mar 
ket. 
as has been done in the last two 


months, and buy large quantities ol 
sugar to hold in their pantries, manj 
people who, perhaps, are not so fore- 
handed, will go without. 


''The question of the confectlonwy 


allotment is a very troublesome one. 
The established Industry in the neigh- 
borhood of 
Boston employs between 


12,000 and 14,000 employes. The con- 
tinuance of this industry is based upon 
a reasonable supply of sugar. 
livery 


effort Is going to be made to see that 
any surplus sugar, should any eiist, 
be applied in tho proper place, and the 
discovery of any hoarldngr or profiteer- 
ing In sugar will bo punished as se- 
verely as tho law will permit. In that 
connection, attention Is called to the 
act which has passed congress and Is 
awaiting 
the 
president's 
signature, 


which makes it a crime, punishable bj 
a fine of not more than $5,000 or im- 
prisonment for not more than two 
years, to hoard any necessaries, 'to 
exact excessive prices for any neces- 
saries, or to aid or abet the doing ol 
any act made unlawful by this sec- 
tion.' This act will be enforced rlg- 


"One other question which has been 


tho cause of army complaints Is the 
practice of requiring tho purchase ot 
a certain amount ot groceries 
with 


each pound of sugar. It is (elt that 
the restriction of the sale of sugar to 
bona fide customers, as was the case 
In the war, Is Jusllflable, it not neces- 
sary, under Ihe situation. Such rea- 
sonable rules as are made to this end 
are not objectionable, but the practice 
of holding consumers up (or a higher 


- price on other groceries In order to 


conceal a secret profit on sugar will 
not he tolerated. Retail grocers arc 
warned that In exacting a fixed amount 
of purchase of other groceries Ihey 
may be doing a very gross injury to 
the poor people, and that some other 
method of Identifying the bona fide 
customer may well be substituted."

The latter ex- 
pressed his surprise when given this 
information as It has been generally 
believed tho Germans launched thplr 
attack almost without warning. 


"We knew of.the^enemy's plan," eild 


the marshal In describing the batt'e. 
"It was a defensive "battle at first, 
the fight commencing at 7 o'clock on 
the evening of Fob. 11, ader vlolnnt 
artillery preparation." 


"As proof that we were not Bur- 


prised, I may say we sent for the 20th 
corps, which reached Verdun on Keb. 
25. 
Ft did rot fall from heaven. How- 


ever, the fact remains, that when the 
battle of Verdun began wo had on the 
right bank of the Meuse only two di- 
visions opposing five German 
army 


corps. These two divisions held their 
positions for five days. 


ChaBRfd Hand* Ten Time* 


"Feb. 25 was the most critical day 


of tho battle. 
During the eight days 


that followed the village of Douau- 
mont changed hands 10 times, but tne 
Germans held the fort." 


"I understand now," said1 King Al- 


fonso, "why during those hours we 
knew nothing of what was going on 
herd." 


"At last, on March 4," Marshal Petaln 


resumed, "the village was definitely 
ours and on March 6, when the Ger- 
mans attacked on the left bank of the 
Meuse, I was ready to receive them. 
Ii had always appeared strange to me 
that an attack had not been launched 
on the left bank of the river and ev- 
erything was prepared In view of such 
an assault. It was because tho enemy 
deferred that attack too long that we 
^re able to restore the situation. That 
delay, saved, us."
